decided to go ahead with the defense and had obtained DDP approval 
for so doing. He asked whether it might not be time to think 
about a settlement to cut our losses, Houston agreed that settle- 
ment might be desirable and or necessary at some stage, but pointed 
out that this probably was not the time for our side to broach the 
matter since there is a good possibility that the prosecution may 
be deterred from proceeding with the case. He felt, therefore, 
tliat we should go ahead on the assumption tliat tlie case might 
come to ►rial, but should be ready for any indication or a request 
for settlement from the other side. However, should it ever appear 
to tlie attorneys that our chances for winning die case were unfavorable 
tlie question of movement to settle would become appropriate.

3. Houston stated that he would brief the DDCI on tlie case 
and reconmend that we proceed with tlie defense, approving the 
expenditures for further investigation as requested by the attorneys . 

He would also recommend to tlie UDCI that wc approve tlie indemnification 
of RAUS for damages incurred in case he should fpse the suit.
